“Te appears that at (Gf pim, on 17th August 
ship steering S: 65 W. (true) weather very fine, 
. clear but dark, passed Good Hope Cape Light 
16% thiles ‘off, there being then two steamers 
ahead on either how, steering more or less as 
ourselves. One Bell 11.45 pom. (1047 Log 
Book of apparent time) was about to be made 
when a junk- was reported by the lookout and 
being uncertain as to her. movements, the helm |. 
was put to starboard to give her a wider berth, 
the deck-stern Jights of one of the steamers 
referred to being North of the junk and about 
three points on onr'starboard bow. The 
Master hearing order to starboard came on the 
bridge and directed ‘that helm should be star- 
boarded to give -steather a still wider. berth, 
when it was noticed that the steamer was rapid- 
ly “starboarding and closing with, us, the port 
engine was immediately reversed full speed, 
but tlie steamer which proved to be the Chinese 
cruiser Kzvangtead closed and st ruck us on star- 


board side at an angle of about 20 degrees to. 


30 degrees by forward gangway ladder ripping 
it away, the starboard engine was then stopped 
and the Ktrangéaé slid along ship's side and it 
was supposed she had sustained no injuries be- 
yond a glancing blow. « Engines were at once 
sused to bring ship back to the vessel who now 
showed signs of distress by frequent blasts on 
syren, boats were. cleared away and two life 
boats atonce dispatched to assist, finally eight 
of ship's boats were taking off her crew, she 
apparently having received damage aft, evident. 
ly from contact with our starboard propellex.” 

Then follow particulars “of the rescue work, 
and of the sinking of the cruiser at 1.27 a.m. 

It will be at once observed that while the 
plan make the ‘two vessels meet at an angle of, 
about forty: ‘five degrees, the entry in the log 
book makes the angle one of between 20 
and 30 degrees, and this agrees with the evid- 
ence of most of the mail steamers witnesses, 
and is also more in accord with the injuries 
sustained by the mailsteamer. Inanother plan 
drawn during the.trial the angle is shown as 
forty degress, and .that seems to be the lowest 
angle the manoeuvres assumed inthe plan 

+ admit of. 

If the vessels had met at that angle the dam: 
age at the paints of first impact would probably 
have been much more serious. 

Bat a more important element is the element 
of time, We cannot expect to have in a colli- 
sion a record of the exact momentnt which each 
thing is seen or done, but we have in this case 
the means of judging with reasonable accuracy 
the interval, which clapsed from the time ‘the 
cruiser was seen to starboard until the bows of 
the two vessels cxrmeinte collision,

the crulser was closing and he gave the order 
to starboard, that as he gave that order he was

time, he worked the telegraph himself and or- 
dered the port engineto be reversed, and he 
says that the order to reverse the port engine 
remained on the telegraph until the first im- 
‘pact, The engineer in charge of the port 
 @ngine says that he was standing within’ a’ few 
» feet of the levers when the telegraph bell rang, 
that he reversed at-once, and that the nex 
order full speed ahead was given at the time of 
or immediately after the impact. He said that 
it takes from ten to fifteen seconds to alter 
+ from full speed abead to full speed astern, and 
he estimated that the. engines were going 
astern fully three quarters of a minute, But 
he afterwards said that the engina made about 
‘thirty revolutions astern before the order to 
_ stop was given, that in the first quarter of a 
minute they would probably make ten to 
fifteen revolutions, the second quarter more, 
and the third quarter more still. It would 
seem probable therefore that they were actual- 
ly going astern for not more than half a 
‘minute, and this {s rather’ borne out by ‘the 
“entry in the engine room. Jog, “Port engines 
stop 11.47 astern full speed 11.47 ahead full 
apéed 11.47.” Allowing time to put the en- 
gines astern, and allowing halfa minute as the 
time:the engines were going astern the’ whole

Now for the cruiser to go from the place as- 
signed to her in the mail steamers plan at the 
time of the mail, steamer’s order-hard a star 
board .ta the place of collision would take 
nearly twice that time, ,Tn the plan, taking the 
initlal speed of the cruiser at 10 knots, the 
time taken is x minute zo seconds, and in a 
corrected plan, where the speed is taken as 
g knots, the time required ts 1 minute 30 
seconds. If the available tlme Is reduced 
by a half or nearly a half, and I arrive, 
at the conclusion onthe evidence’ that ft 
must be so reduced, it is clearthat the cruiser

time for the mail steamer to altér the direction 
of her head so much as is put down on the

inevitable, not by reason of the cruiser star- 
boarding byt by reason of the mail steamer

Before the question of the cruiser starboard? 
ing or ‘not starboarding is disposed of, it is 
necessary to consider the evidence with regard 
to the junk, The learned Counsel for. the 
defendants laid much stress on this élement in 
the care, asa’ ground for the contention that 
the cruiser must have altered her course, [et 
us see how that evidence stands., : ; Real geas 

All those tm board the cruiser who were 
examined on the point testified that they saw 
no junk, One very material witness both as 
regards this point and as regards the move- 
ments of the cruiser generally was absent, that 
is, the romminder of the cruiser who was on 
the bridge and in charge of the navigation at 
the time of the collision and for some time 
before. He was among those who were drawn- 
ed when the cruiser sank, and I shall have 
accasion to refer to the subject of his death, 
But for the matter now in hand it is erough to. 
say that the witnesses from the cruiser who 
were asked hnd they seen any junk answering 
in time and position to the junk in question all 
denied that they had seen such a junk. 

Ifwe turn to the general statement in the 
official log book afsthe ‘mail steamer we find 
the funk i is mentioned, but the bearing is not: 
given, The statement is signed’ by the com- 
mander and the mate but s0 fards regards the 
Junk it appears 10 be entirely an impersonal 
statement. The mate was not examined and 
he does not appear to‘have been in a position: 
to see what took place before or at the time of 
the collision, Those on hoard the mail steamer 
by whom the funk might have been seen, were, 
as we have been told, seven in all, that is the 
extra second officer, who was the officer of the 
watch, the third officer, two quartermasters, 
one at the wheel ‘and one near.the wheelhouse, 
and two lonkont men, -one on the forecastle 
head, and one'in the crow’s nest, and the com- 
mander. In the general statement in the 
official log book there is: no mention of the 
commander having seen the junk, and having 
heard his evidefice. Iam satisfied that he did 
not see it. Jn his examination in chief he was 
not asked whether’ he had seen it, and the 
learned Counsel for the defence” sought to get 
in evidence of the junk by asiing him what the 
officer of the watch had told him. In cross‘ex- 
amination he was asked about the junk and he 
said the officer of the watch pointed out its 
position, and the rest of his ‘evidence with 
regard to the funk was mostly by way of argu- 
ment. ..1 ‘arrive at the conclusion that the 
officer of the watch did not succeed in bring- 


‘ing the junk ‘within the commander's actual 


observation, In drawing any conclusion from 
this, allowance must of course be made for the 
commander having come ont of his own room 
into the darkness and requiring some time be- 
fore he could see as clearly as one who had 
remained, on ‘deck. ‘Each of the other six 
members of the ship's company made their 
statements with regard to the collision which 
were taken down and entered fn the official 
log the day after tho collision...

there was ‘any amount-of‘room between our 
ship and the Kwangtai, 1 consider that had 
the Awanetaé resumed her farmer course on 
clearing the fishing boat there woult still have 
ben plenty of room between the vessels, She 
did not alter her course back at all.” 

The exception I have. referred’ to is the 
statement of the third officer. There is in ita 
reference to the ‘junk, but/it is erased, and 
there isin it no further mention of the junk.

Nobody with the journalistic instinct, or 
a journalistic training, and a fair measure of 
candour, can deny that there are many admir- 
able features in the Association recently con- 
stituted by the Pressmen of Hongkong.

We cannot 
dissociate ourselves from the knowledge 
that of late years there seems lo have grown 
up in the Colony a strange tendency to 
regard the journalist as a person only to be 
tolerated; andeven to be pitied. He neither 
desires to be tolerated nor wants pity. Journ 
alists are proud of the profession in the 
ranks of which they are humble toilers, 
proud of the record it has made, the work it
